Chapter XXV 


The Strange Story 


We turn today to another class 
of animals known as the Marsu- 
pals or pouched animals, all of 
them, with one exception, inhabi- 
tants of Australia and a few adja- 
c islands. Many of the species 
show considerable differences from 


one another in external appear- 
ance, and not a few would pass 
as members of other orders .of 
mammals. 


All of them, however, are dis- 
suished -by the presence of a 
such or bag in the lower part 
the abdomen. The Latin word, 
supium, which gives them 

name, means a pouch or 
iz. In this bag are very tiny nip- 
s connected with the milk-pro- 
icing glands of the mother. For 
Yr purpose it will be sufficient to 
confine our study to an extraor- 
dinary member of this group of 
animals—the kangaroo, . perhaps 
giving a moment’s attention to the 
opossum, the only one not native 
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to Australia. 


Kangaroos range in size from 
animals standing five feet and 
over, to forms no larger than 
rats, but all showing a remark- 
able similarity of build. They are 
vegetarians exclusively and rely 
for safety upon speed for which 
purpose the hind legs are immen- 
scely exaggerated. The tail is de- 
veloped to form a- counterpoise 
when traveling in a semi-erect 
osture, and also to act as a sup- 
ort when seated. If cornered, a 
#cangaroo can rest on the tail alone 
and strike out with both hind 
¥eet at the same time. The small 
Wore limbs are efficient grasping 
organs. 

The hind legs are abouf three 
and a half feet long, ending in 
strong feet with four toes, each 
powerfully clawed. The fourth toe 
is developed into a long solid nail, 
mcarly twelve inches in length, and 
Worming a formidable offensive 
weapon. The tail measures three 
Weet in length. 

The front teeth of the kangaroo 
are remarkable in that there are 
Wiom two to six in the upper jaw, 
‘ut only two in the lower. These 
dhave knife-like edges, and, being 
moveable, serve as a pair of shears 
for clipping the grass on which the 
animals feed. 

When the animal sits supported 


of Baby Kangaroo 


on its hind feet and tail, it is 
rather more than four feet high, 
but when standing erect, is al- 
most as tall as a full-grown man. 
The female is so much smaller 
that she might be taken for an 
entirely different species. 

The color of the rather woolly 
fur. is brown, mingled with 
grey. but the fore-feet and the tip 
of the tail are black. The eyes are 
large, round, soft, and beautiful, 
giving it a gentle expression that 
compensates for the rather savage 
appearance of the teeth gleaming 
white between the cleft lips. 

The kangaroo moves awkwardly 
on all fours when. grazing or 
walking short distances. When 
alarmed, it travels by a series of 
hops, each leap measuring about 
fifteen feet. By this method of 
progression, utilizing to the full 
the powerful hind legs, it shows 
enormous speed, and in full flight 
can clear bushes or fences nine 
feet high. 

The truly astonishing features of 
this animal concern the pouch, 
and the way the young are born, 
and find the difficult passage to 
the pouch, where they are reared 
by the mother. There is only one 
young kangaroo at a birth, and 
this comes into existence in a 
very immature form.’ When it 
leaves its mother’s’ uro-genital 
sinus, it is barely an inch long, 
soft, naked, blind, helpless, and 
semi-transparent as an_e earth- 
worm. It is born thirty-nine days 
after its antenatal life began. 

It has been given a strange in- 
stinct which causes it, immediately 
after it is born in the open, to try 
to find its way into mother’s 
pouch. Accordingly it makes its 
way on knees and elbows up the 
legs to the maternal abdomen, 
fighting its way along a tract of 
hair, licked smooth by the mother 
until it finds the pouch. Entering 
the pouch, it searches blindly in 
the darkness for one of the two 
nipples therein. Finding it, this 
is grasped in the mouth, the teat 
swelling into a bulb filling the 
infant's mouth cavity. At the 
same time a circular muscle sur- 
rounding the lips of the baby 
kangaroo contracts in a tight in- 
voluntary spasm, which holds it 
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Kangaroo and baby 


firmly attached to this part of the 
mother. 


The reason for this is that it has 
at this stage no power to suck, and 
although so close to nourishment, 
would die if the feeding process 
were not automatic. The mother is 
possessed of a real pumping ap- 
paratus in. the form of a contrac- 
tile. mammary gland muscle under 
control of her will. When baby is 
safely attached to the nipple and 
ready for its first meal, the milk 
is pumped directly into the mouth 
of the waiting baby, which, in 
Australia, always goes by the 
name of “Joey.” 

And now there is another very 
curious and interesting feature 
Which could not possibly be a 
chance arrangement. Here is a 
semi-conscious, immature baby 
without power to suck, having 
fluid pumped into its mouth and 
throat. At once we ask why it 
does not choke as it undoubtedly 
would do without the strange de- 
vice seen in the structure of the 
Windpipe. Without this change 
death would surely be the ‘lot of 
this tiny kangaroo. In order to 
prevent choking, the windpipe, 
Which in other mammals, and in 
humans, terminates at the same 
level as the gullet, -is elongated 
and shunted forward into the back 
opening of the nasal chamber. 


‘Thus air gets right down to the 


lungs, but no milk goes the wrong 
way. 

It is very interesting to find a 
Similar adaptation in a _ whale- 
bone whale, in which, as it rushes 
through the water with mouth 
Wide open, the glottis or windpipe 
is pushed forward into the back 
opening of the nasal chamber. At 
the same time the front nostrils, 
“blowholes” (anterior nares) are 
closed by valves, and so no water 
gets down to the lungs of the 
whale. 


To attribute this phenomenon to 
Nature or chance is to put an im- 
possible strain on our credulity. 
Here is design of the most pro- 
nounced character. 

In this internal cradle the young 
kangaroo passes its earlier stages 
of development and does not gen- 
erally face the open until about 
six months old. Before this age, 
of course, it does leave its moth- 
er’s protecting pouch, never going 
very far afield, however, as it nib- 
bles the grass. At the first sign 
of danger it rushes for the per- 
ambulator pocket which is always 
ready to receive it. It leaps 
head first into this safe haven, 
and then turns around to peep out 
on the world. 

The opossums .are small tree- 
dwelling mammals feeding ~ prin- 


cipally upon a mixed diet of vege-: 


table food, birds, eggs, insects and 
the smallest animals 
The Virginia opossum is a native 
of the southern states, about three 
feet long, with a twelve-inch tail, 
and is about the size of a large 
cat. Its nest is built in some hol- 
low tree, fallen or standing, or 
under the protection of old pro- 
jecting roots. 

A dozen or more young opos- 
Sums are born at a time, less than 
an inch long, each. weighing 
about four grains. At the end of 
only a week of feeding in the 
pouch they will weigh as much 
as thirty grains. When five weeks 
old, they climb to the mother’s 
back, clinging to her fur with their 
claws, twisting their tails around 
mother’s conveniently placed and 
large terminal extremity. 

The opossum is cunning, and 
when captured, immediately simu- 
lates death with Jaws open, tongue 
extended, eyes dimmed. Even if 
kicked and beaten, it will not 
quiver a muscle or flicker an eye- 
lid, but if the gaze of its tormen-

away scampers the apparently 
dead animal. 

It will be seen that these ani- 
mals possess powers which are 
denied humans. They have that 
mysterious “instinct”? which no one 
understands. On this power, the 
life of the individual depends, and 
likewise the propagation of the 
This instinct cannot be 
learned; the animal has it im- 
mediately when it is born. With- 
out it, death would be its certain 
lot. It could not have been evolved, 
because it must be in a perfect 
condition from the very beginning 
in order that the various forms 
of life may continue their exist- 
ence. There is but one satisfactory 
explanation—creation by a wise 
God. 


Notice the place of safety for 
these animal children—close to 
the heart of the parent. How like 
the only secure Refuge for us. 
When danger threatens us, when 
the storms beat upon us, and dis- 
aster comes close, there is always 
a Rock which provides a quiet 
resting place.

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From Toccoa To Korea 


Sword of the Lord Friend, Missionary Tom Watson, With 
The Evangelical Alliance Mission, Secures Permission 
for 20,000-Watt Radio Station in Korea, to Get the 
Gospel to Millions in Korea, China, Japan 
and Mongolia. 


Four years ago, Tom Watson was manager and part 
owner of a radio station in Florida, A year before he had 
just been converted, though he had been long a church mem- 
ber, an officer in a church, taught an adult Bible class. Some- 
one advised him to attend a Sword of the Lord Conference 
on Revival and Soul Winning at Lake Louise, Toccoa, Georgia. 
So in 1950 he and Mrs. Watson came to a Sword conference 
at Toccoa. There God stirred their hearts; they laid their 


lives on the altar for service. 


win his first soul to Christ. 


Soon he was challenged to put 
his radio experience to work for 
the Lord in Korea. The next sum- 
mer he and his family, after a 
short course of special training, 
were on their way to Japan under 
The Evangelical Alliance Mission 
(TEAM). 


In Japan he was a marvel to 
other missionaries in that he 
learned the Japanese language in 
weeks, when it takes others sev- 
eral times as long. Soon he was 
preaching the Gospel there. 


When Korea was opened, TEAM 
sent him there to make a survey, 
with the idea in mind to expand 
to that field. There he met Syng- 
man Rhee, president of Korea, and 
applied for a permit to open a 
radio station. He used General 
Claire Chennault’s air line service 
from Japan to Korea and became 
a friend to the General. Now a 
plan is pending whereby Tom will 
be rated an assistant pilot with 
the Chennault air transporation 
system, thus entitling him to free 
transportation from Japan _ to 
Korea, which will save much ex- 
pense. 


After one and a half years’ of 
negotiation, a greatly-desired lic- 
ense for the radio station in Korea 
was approved by President Syng- 
man Rhee—a 20,000-watt long 
wave radio operated in the Seoul 
area to beam the Gospel in the 
Chinese dialects. 

Praise filled the heart of Tom 
Watson and his good wife. But 
what should they do? Who would 
come to America and raise the 
$100,000 needed to construct it? In 
May they began praying that the 
Lord would definitely lead as to 
whether he should return to 
America to raise the money for 
this faith mission work. God 
answered in a strange way. Six 
days later the doctor found Mrs. 
Watson was seriously ill, and ad- 
vised her to return to America 
for a major operation. 

At first they were troubled by 
this terrifying report, then God 
gave them clear assurance that 
this was a sign. They should re- 
turn to America; Mrs. Watson 
should have the needed operation, 
and Missionary Tom was to raise 
the money for the radio station. 

The family returned to America. 
God wonderfully intervened in be- 
half of Mrs. Watson; the operation 


‘was successful and she is happy 


and apparently well. This brilliant 
young man, who arrested a won- 


derful business career to lay all 


on the altar and go to dark Korea 
to spread the Gospel and to use 
his talents and radio experience 
there, is now available for services 
anywhere in the United States.

but little moral training; and here 
is a man seventy years of age who 
had a noble. father and mother, 
who gave their boy every advant- 
age, the best of training, under 
the best of influences; yet he when 
a boy turned away from all these 
influences and spent his life in 
sin and debauchery, and in lead- 
ing others into sin. These two, the 
unfortunate boy and the old hard- 
ened sinner, die. With many the 
idea is that God consigns them 
to a common punishment in Hell. 
But, reader, remember that God 
is just; and if that is justice, what 
would injustice be? They were dif- 
ferent in light and in opportunity 
and in sins, and yet punished a- 
like? The Bible does not teach it. 


I. Sin Must Be Punished 


But let us go back and consider 
this question of sin. “All Have sin- 
ned.” That includes you, reader. 
“To him that knoweth to do good 
and doeth it not, to him it is sin.” 
(James 4:17). All have done this, 
have failed to live up to the light 
they have had; hence, “All have 
sinned.” 


Two questions arise: first, ought 
sin to be punished? Second, ought 
all sin to be punished, or only the 
coarser, grosser, more offensive 
sins? As to the first, ought sin 
to be punished? There is a strong 
drift toward the teaching that sin 
ought to be punished only for the 
purpose of reforming the sinner. 
Intelligent men endorse this teach- 
ing without realizing that it is 
spiritual anarchy nd absolutely 
horrible and detestable. 


A woman and four little chil- 
dren are murdered in cold blood by 
three robbers for the purpose of 
robbing the home. When the three 
are arrested, the first is found 
to be thoroughly penitent, 
thoroughly reformed, broken- 
hearted, over his horrible crime. 
If sin should be punished only to 
reform the sinner, this man should 
not be punished at all, though he 
murdered five people in cold 
blood; for he is already reformed. 
The second is such a hardened 
criminal that he never can be 
reformed, and the more he is pun- 
ished the more hardened he will 
become. Then if sin is punished 
only to reform the sinner, he 
should not be punished at all, 
though guilty of the murder of 
five people in cold blood. The third 
is tenderhearted and easily influ- 
enced, and by sending him to 
prison for thirty days he will be 
thoroughly reformed, though 
guilty of five cold-blooded mur- 
ders. On this principle of punish- 
ing sin only to reform the sinner, all 
a sinner would have to do to make 
Sure of Heaven would be to be- 
come such a hardened sinner that 
he could never be reformed, and 
then he would go to Heaven with- 
out any punishment at all. 


1. Just Punishment Means Degrees 
of Punishment 


People need to call a halt and 
realize that sin ought to be pun- 
ished because it is right to punish 
it, because it- is just. But this 
means the punishment of all sins, 
the sins of the refined as surely 
as the sins of the debased, the 
smaller sins as surely as_ the 
greater sins. Hence the teaching 
of God’s Word, Romans 1:18, ‘‘The 
wrath of God is revealed from 
heaven against all ungodliness and 
unrighteousness of men.” Many 
sneer at a “God of wrath” and say 
they believe in a “God of all love.” 
God is love, but He is just as 
surely a God of wrath; and were

He not a God of wrath, He would 
not be God, but a fiend. He who 
loves purity and chastity and has 
no wrath against impurity and 
unchastity, but loves them, too, 
is a moral leper. He who loves the 
defence of the poor and the help- 
less, but has no wrath against the 
cold-blooded murderer, the one 
crushing the defenceless, but loves 
him, too, is a fiend. Character, 
from God to Devil, can only be 
told by what one loves and what 
one hates. But we need to keep 
in mind that it is discriminating 
wrath, and God’s Word makes this 
plain, Hebrews 2:2, “Every trans- 
gression and disobedience received 
a just recompense of reward.” “A 
just God.”—Isa. 45:21. 


Notice how clearly the Saviour 

teaches this same great truth, 
Matthew 11:20-24: 
“Then began he to wpbraid the 
cities wherein most of his mighty 
works were done, because they re- 
pented not. Woe unto thee, Chora- 
zin! Woe unto thee, Bethsaida! 
for if the mighty works had been 
done in Tyre and Sidon which were 
done in you, they would have re- 
pented long ago in sackcloth and 
ashes. But I say unto you, It shall 
be more tolerable for Tyre and 
Sidon in the day of judgment than 
for you. And thou, Capernaum, 
which art exalted to heaven, shalt 
be brought down to hell: for if the 
mighty works which have been 
done in thee had been done in Sod- 
om, it would have remained until 
this day. But I say unto you that it 
shall be more tolerable for the 
land of Sodom in the day of judg- 
ment, than for thee.” 

Notice, “more tolerable,” 
ference in punishment. 

The same teaching Jesus gives 
in Mark 12:40. ‘‘These shall re- 
ceive greater condemnation.” Jesus 
revealed to Pilate God’s judgment 
of a difference in sin, John 19:11, 
“He that delivered me unto thee 
hath the greater. sin.” 

And Paul teaches the same, 
Galatians 6:7, ““Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap,” 
the reaping according to the sow- 
ing. 


dif- 


* 2. Punishment According to 
Light and Opportunity 


Let the reader notice the clear 
teaching: the punishment of sin 
will be graded, first, according to 
light and opportunity. A writer, a 
great scientist, held that heredity 
and environment largely deter- 
mined one’s destiny. That is what 
Jesus taught. The people of Sodom 
were more wicked than those of 
Capernaum; but heredity and en- 
vironment were against them. The 
people of Capernaum had not sin- 
ned so terribly as the people of 
Sodom, but they had more light 
and opportunity; they had better 
heredity, better environment; 
Jesus says that therefore the 
people of Capernaum shall be pun- 
ished more severely than the 
people of Sodom. And that is 
right; that is just. 

Those to whom Jesus spoke 
were born under better conditions 
than those of Sodom; they grew 
up under more favorable surround- 
ings; hence, they were more re- 
sponsible; hence, they are to re- 
ceive greater punishment at the 
judgment. 

Apply to your own case, reader: 
for every added ray of light, for 
every added opportunity, there will 
be that much added punishment 
for your sins. And that is just; 
that is right. The opportunities 
that wealth brings, the light that 
education and culture bring, will 
but add to the punishment at the 
judgment. The most highly edu- 
cated, the most refined, the most 
wealthy, those who have lived 
under the most favorable influ- 


ences, Will suffer most at the judg- 
ment, 


3. The More Sin, the More 
Punishment 


But punishment will be further 
graded by the number of the sins, 
—“‘Every transgression received a 
just recompense.” Hence, the more 
one sins, the greater the punish- 
ment. If one knew that he was go- 
ing to Hell, corrupt human nature 
would say, “Sin and enjoy while 
you live,” but reason and Scrip- 


more to the degree of Hell.” 
Punishment for sin will be fur- 


ture would say, “Stop! add nol. 


the sin. “He that betrayed me to 
thee hath the greater sin.’’ While 
a small sin is just as surely sin 
as a great sin, yet God recognizes 
degrees in sin, and as a conse- 
quence, there are degrees in the 
punishment of sin. Following from 
degrees in the punishment of sin 
comes inevitably the fact that no 
wrong will be done any one at the 
judgment, that no one will be 
treated wrong in Hell. He who 
fears only injustice and wrong, has 
nothing to fear from the judgment 
or in Hell. 

Two reflections for the reader: 
—If you have heretofore rebelled 
against the idea of future punish- 
ment, what can you say when now 
you see that God will make all 
just allowance for surroundings 
and conditions, and will take into 
consideration the number and 
kinds of sins? God has a right to 
have laws; His laws are right; 
a law without a penalty amounts 
to no law; the penalty, God as- 
sures us, will be absolutely just. 
What can you say when you stand 
before such a Judge and receive 
such a sentence? 

The other reflection for the 
reader: Let not this teaching of 
the Bible lead you into thinking 
that Hell, then, will not be so ter- 
rible after all, and that you need 
not fear it. Instead of letting it al- 
lay all dread of the future, it is 
enough to make the blood run cold 
through your veins; for those who 
will have the most terrible suffer- 
ing will be the most enlightened, 
the most cultured. 


4. The Tender Jesus Will Be the 
Judge Who Sentences People 
to Hell 


Another thought: not some far 
distant, cold, harsh, unsympathetic 
God will be the judge at the Judg- 
ment Day, but the Lord Jesus, 
“touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities,” will be the one who 
will judge you and condemn you 
and give you your just degree of 
punishment in Hell. Hear Him: 
John 5:22, “Neither doth the 
Father judge any man, but he 
hath given all judgment to the 
Son.” Peter reveals the same fact, 
Acts 10:42, “He commanded us to 
preach unto the people, and to 
testify that this is he who hath 
been ordained of God to be the 
judge of living and dead.” 
Remember, that He whom the 
world praises as so good, so just, 
so discriminating, so loving, so 
tender, will be the judge at the 
Great Day, who will pronounce 
each sentence. Oh, reader, the 
very fact that the Lord Jesus will 
be the judge is absolute proof

“Christ died for our sins” (I Cor. 
15:3); that He “his own self bare

Again, this passage, Revelation 
22:11 (R.V.), can have no meaning 
if the wicked are to be blotted 
out, cease to exist.

will be differences. The degrees. 
of punishment must be as re- 
mote as the east is from 
west. All inherited proclivities, 
‘taints of blood,’ all differences 
of environment, every privileges 
and every disadvantage, will be 
taken into account. It is the 
Divine Judge that will apportion 
punishment, with perfect know- 
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sinners differently according to 
their light and their sins, but only 
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justly. 

The trouble is not with the 
Bible teaching as to Hell, but with, 
modern inadequate conceptions of 
‘the evil and guilt of sin, and with 
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sin of the world, God’s Passover 
Sacrifice for us! 

Consider that they, without a 
thought, fulfilled the Scripture by 
hanging Jesus on a cross when the 
law had pronounced, “Cursed is 
every one that hangeth on a tree” 
(Gal. 3:13). They did not know 
that Jesus bore our curse and took 
the place of a sinner. Yet they pic- 
tured it perfectly! 

No one seems to have thought of 


Robe of Jesus 


Can we think, then, that there 
is no meaning in the stripping off 
of the clothes of Jesus and the 
parting of the garments among the 
soldiers and the casting of lots for 
the one seamless garment, woven 
from the top throughout in one 
piece? The matter is important or 
God would not have had it proph- 
esied many hundreds of years be- 
fore. It is important or God would 
not have recorded it in the midst 
of the most meaningful passage in 


the prophecy, “. . . they pierced my | the Gospel. When we consider how, 


hands and my feet” (Ps. 22:16). 
Nor of the other prophecy, “They 
shall look on him whom they 
pierced” (John 19:37; Zech. 12:10). 

The scribes and Pharisees in- 
sisted concerning Christ and the 
two thieves “ . that their legs 
might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away” (John 19: 
31). The soldiers in some way 
found themselves unable to break 
the legs of Jesus, without know- 
ing that thus they would have de- 
stroyed the object lesson which 
God had used for fifteen hundred 


years, commanding that, of the! 
passover lamb “... A bone of him | 


shall not be broken” (John 19:36, 
Exod. 12:46, Num. 9:12). 


Those who spit upon the face 
of Jesus did not know they fulfilled 
the Word of God. When they 
bribed Judas to betray Jesus for 
thirty pieces of silver, the wicked 
priests, who hated the Lord Jesus, 
little thought that they were all 
the more proving His deity, since 
the Scripture had prophesied that 
very act! Oh, it is evident that God 
guided and controlled every detail 
of the events of the crucifixion. 
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throughout Scripture, God gives 
spiritual meaning to garments and 
especially in relation to salvation, 
we are convinced that He had 
great lessons for us in this passage. 
All the more will you be convinced, 
dear reader, as you prayerfully see 
how the pattern fits exactly the 
great doctrines of salvation by 
grace, purchased for us by the aton- 
ing blood of our dear Saviour, who 
was made sin for us that we might 
become the righteousness of God 
in Him. 


I. The Seamless Robe Pictures 
the Perfect Righteousness 
of the Lord Jesus 


Though it is not true that 
“clothes make the man,” yet 
clothes do have significance. We 
recognize a soldier or sailor at 
once by his uniform. The red cap at 
the railroad terminal, the bellhop 
at the hotel are distinguished by 
their garments. The nurse appears 
in starched white dress and cap. 
The gown and mortarboard cap 
mean graduation to the student. 
The policeman and the conductor 
dress for their part. Men and wom- 
en are divinely ordered to dress 
differently (Deut. 22:5). We wear 
different clothing for sports, for 
business, and for strictly formal 
occasions. Clothes have very great 
significance. So, that seamless 
robe that Christ wore had mean- 
ing, too. 


1. Our Clothes Symbolize 
Our Sinfulness 


Even in the Garden of Eden, 
when sin first came to curse man- 
kind, clothes took on great mean- 
ing. Adam and Eve, finding them- 
selves naked and guilty with sin, 
tried to cover their nakedness with 
aprons of fig leaves. That was a 
symbol of the way people try to 
cover their wickedness from the 
face of God, but are unable to do 
so. So God in loving mercy killed 
animals and took the skins to 
make garments for Adam and Eve. 


The guilty pair, bowed down with 
care 
God clothed with coats of skin; 
His erring child He reconciled, 
And pardoned from all sin. 


Ever since that first awful 


|. | shame, the consciousness of sin and 


the guilty hearts naked before 
God in the Garden of Eden,‘ man- 
kind has worn clothes. The clothes 
are a confession of our sinful na- 
tures. Decency and modesty re- 
quire that we wear clothes. In the 
Bible it was only when the children 
of Israel got drunk and danced 
around the idolatrous golden calf 
that they pulled off their clothes 
and were naked, or when drunken- 
ness deadened the sense of decen- 
cy, as when Noah lay uncovered in 
his tent after the flood. The mod- 
ern fad for nudity and semi-nud- 
ity is a part of the shameful lack 
of respect for God, respect for vir- 
tue and proper, decent modesty. 


God intended for us to wear 
clothes to be a lesson to all man- 
kind. We are sinners. In Isaiah 64: 
6 our weakness, our sinfulness is 
expressed in these tragic words: 
“But we are all as an unclean 
thing, and all our righteousnesses 
are as filthy rags? and we all do 
fade as a leaf; and our iniquities, 
like the wind, have taken us 
away.” 


Yes, the self-righteous, the hu- 
man righteousness of the best man 
or woman who ever lived is in 
God’s sight no better than filthy 
rags! 

In Matthew 22 Jesus told a para- 
ble of the king who made a mar- 
riage feast for his son, picturing 
the wonderful wedding feast in 
Heaven when we shall honor the 
Bridegroom, Jesus Christ. Jesus 
said, ‘And when the king came in 
to see the guests, he saw there a 
man which had not on a wedding 
garment: And he saith unto him, 
Friend, how camest thou in hither 


not having a wedding garment? 
And he was speechless” (Matt. 
aa kay: Bak 

The dear Lord Jesus was here 
plainly telling that human right- 
eousness will never do for Heaven, 
that in our own poor frailty and 
sin we are unfit to meet God in 
peace. Oh, God Himself must pro- 
vide the wedding garment if we are 
ever to be present at the marriage 
of the Son to His bride. 


2. The Seamless Robe Was Unique, 
Perfect, Picturing a Sinless Man 


That seamless garment of Jesus, 
which the soldiers took off Him 
when they started to part the gar- 
ments among them and cast lots, 
was a unique garment, “without 
seam, woven from the top through- 
out.’” The sleeves were not cut 
out flat, then sewed together. If 
there were sleeves they were wov- 
en in one piece. The sleeve was not 
sewed on to the body of the gar- 
ment; there were no seams. This 
garment was woven from the top 
throughout. 

By knitting, it is possible today 
to make a garment in one piece 
without a seam, though it is very 
rarely done. But such garments 
are not woven. They do not have a 
warp and a woof. What infinite pa- 
tience and toil must have been 
spent on this garment for Jesus, 
when it was woven from _ top 
throughout and without a seam! 
Oh, but if some woman spent long 
days preparing this garment as a 
love gift for the Saviour, she must 
have known that it would picture 
the perfect righteousness of Jesus. 
The righteousness of Jesus is not 
patched and fitted. The righteous- 
ness of the dear Lord Jesus needed 
no adjusting, no correcting. The 
Lord. Jesus was without fault, 
without stain, and the garment 
that pictures Him must be woven 
without a seam. So it was. 


The very best human righteous- 
ness is a patched and mended 
thing. God knows I want to be good 
and holy and that with earnest 
labor, with many tears, with holy 
aspirations I try. But even the 
most victorious Christian life is a 
thing of continual confession, ot 
new resolutions, of trying again, of 
being forgiven and purged for the 
failures and sins which plague us. 
If. the seamless garment pictures 
Jesus, it does not picture us. 

The pure righteousness of Je- 
sus began before the world began. 
When Jesus came into the world 
He was supernaturally conceived 
by the Holy Ghost. That is why the 
Bible repeatedly calls Him “the 
only begotten of the Father” 
(John 1:14), “his only begotten 
Son” (John 3:16. See also I John 
1:18, John 3:18, Hebrews 11:17, 
I John 4:9). Jesus is the only man 
who ever lived who was physically 
begotten of God, without a human 
father. The translators of the Re- 
vised Standard Version mistrans- 
lated John 3:16, doubtless because 
they did not believe and did not 
understand the emphasis which 
God there makes. Jesu& is not 
God’s only Son; for “Beloved, now 
are we the sons of God...” (I 
John 3:2). But Jesus is the only 
Son begotten in a physical sense. 
He was the only one born without 
a human father. His perfection as 
a man involves the necessity for 
the virgin birth) 

The blameless life of the dear 
Lord Jesus was manifest every 
day. He could say .to' the Jewish 
leaders who scorned Him and 
hated Him, “Which of you con- 
vinceth me of sin?” (John 8:46). 
When Jesus hung upon the Roman 
cross one thief beside Him railed 
and cursed at Him, “But the other 
answering rebuked him, saying, 
Dost not thou fear God, seeing 
thou art in the same condemna- 
tion? ... but this man hath done 
nothing amiss” (Luke 23:40, 41). 
Even that poor harassed thief 
knew that there was _ nothing 
wrong with Jesus. About Him, and 
Him only, of every man to ever 
live on this earth, could it be said, 
“.. this man hath done nothing 
amiss.”’ Oh, we. gladly ecncede that 
the seamless robe fitted Jesus, the 
pure and stainless and perfect Son 


of God, and it was not suitable, did 


not have such significance about 
anybody else in the world! 
Sometimes modernists profess to 
love and to worship Jesus Christ 
when they mock at the Bible and 
deny the teachings of Jesus. Soon 
they become bolder in their arro- 
gant sin. They would blame the 
dear Lord Jesus Himself and find 
fault with Him. Infidel Nels F. S. 
Ferre, in his book The Sun and the 


Umbrella questions whether “Jesus 
himself saw this gospel and carried 
it through into systematic form. 
Some thinkers even question 
whether he fully enacted it in his 
own life. Did he completely teach 
and live God’s love? Honesty de- 
mands humility of knowledge at 
this point” (p. 26). Ferre scorns 
the orthodox, the historic Christian 
position about the sinlessness of 
Jesus. He says, “By utilizing a few 
phrases in the New Testament, 
theology could claim Jesus to be 
sinless and thus effectively remove 
him from human nature where he 
is most needed” (p. 28). Elsewhere 
Ferre questions whether Jesus 
loved the Pharisees as much as He 
ought! Yet again Ferre suggests 
that Jesus was probably over 
much influenced by the Scriptures. 
Ferre himself, of course, supposes 
that he knows enough to judge and 
pass judgment on Jesus the im- 
maculate Son of God! 


But only a blasphemer can find 
any fault with Jesus. He is the ex- 
press image of God’s person, the 
brightness of His glory. He is eter- 
nal God and eternal goodness. He 
is the truth. He is the author of all 
grace. He is the Creator of all 
things and sustains all things and 
in Him all things consist or hold 
together. I do not wonder that it 
is the plan of God the Father that 
Jesus must in all things have the 
pre-eminence. He has declared 
that before Jesus every knee shall 
bow in Heaven, earth and Hell, to 
confess that He is Lord! Yes, Jesus 
had a right to wear a seamless 
robe. It pictured His perfection, 
His holiness, His righteousness, 
which was without a flaw. 


38. His Heavenly Garments Even 
More Perfectly Show His 
Glorious Righteousness 


Any human garment so weakly 
represents the dear Saviour. The 
eyes of the disciples, of the crowds 
that thronged about Him would 
have been blinded by the glory of 
the garments that in Heaven, fully 
fit His nature, His holiness, His 
power. It is well for men that 
Jesus ere He left Heaven, should 
have laid aside the trappings of 
His heavenly glory. He could not 
wear, on earth, among sinful men, 
the proper garments of His majes- 
ty. 

For a moment, on the Mount of 
Transfiguration, the Saviour was 
transfigured before Peter, James 
and John, “. . . and his face did 
shine as the sun, and his raiment 
was white as the light” (Matt 17: 
2). Peter, by divine inspiration, 
tells of that wonderful sight of 
Jesus and “the power and coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ” (II Pet. 
1:16). It was a vision of how Jesus 
will appear when He comes to 
earth again and appears to men. 
The beloved John, exiled to Pat- 
mos, saw Jesus who gave him the 
message of the Revelation. There 
Jesus stood in the midst of the 
seven candlesticks and His appear- 
ance was terrible in its ,bright- 
ness, “. . . clothed with a garment 
down to the foot, and girt about 
the paps with a golden girdle. His 
head and his hairs were white 
like wool, as white as snow; and 
his eyes were as a flame of fire; 
And his feet like unto fine brass, 
as if they burned in a furnace; and 
his voice as the sound of many 
waters. And he had in his right 
hand seven stars: and out of his 
mouth went a sharp twoedged 
sword: and his countenance was 
as the sun shineth in his strength” 
(Rev. 1:13-16). I °ad& not wonder 
that John fell at His feet as 
dead! But the heavenly garments 
picture his heavenly glory, His 
deity. The seamless robe on earth 
pictures His perfect, sinless hu- 
manity. 

So the seamless robe of Christ, 
removed by the soldiers when He 
was crucified, was God’s carefully 
planned symbol of His perfect hu- 
man righteousness. For that, sol- 


diers cast lots, and one of them 
took it away. Perhaps a rough 
Roman soldier wore home the 
seamless garment of Jesus! 


II. Jesus Took Off the Seam- 


less Robe That We Might 
Put It on 
The crucifixion is properly 


charged to wicked men, but we 
must remember that Jesus said, 
“|. I lay down my life, that I 
might take it again. No man tak- 
eth it from me, but I lay it down 
of myself” (John 10:17, 18). Re- 
member that Jesus said to Pilate, 
“ | Thou couldst have no power 
at all against me, except it were 
given thee from above. . .” (John 
19:11). When Jesus died we are 
told that He “gave up the ghost” 
(John 19:30). Jesus Himself died of 
His own choice and said, “Father, 
into thy hands I commend my spir- 
it...” (Luke 23:46). So the sol- 
diers could not have taken His 
clothes and cast lots for this seam- 
less garment had not God allowed 
it, even planned it so, that the 
Scripture should be fulfilled, and 
that the marvelous lesson of Sal- 
vation should be taught us. Let us 
say again that the Lord Jesus took 
off this seamless robe, picturing 
His perfect righteousness, in order 
that we might put it on. 


1. Jesus, Dying as a Sinner, Could 
Not Wear the Seamless Robe 


Think how incongruous, how un- 
fitting it would be for one to come 
to a welfare office to apply for 
relief and take a pauper’s oath, but 
to arrive in a Cadillac wearing a 
five-carat diamond! 


So it would have been out of 
place for Jesus to come to the 
place of punishment, offering to 
take a sinner’s place, yet wearing 
a robe by which He would claim to 
be sinless and perfect and blame- 
less! No, the dear Lord Jesus could 
make no claim for Himself. ‘For 
he hath made him to be sin for us, 
who knew no sin. . .” (II Cor. 5: 
21). He is not to appear righteous 
for they do not bind a righteous 
man’s arms around a post and 
scourge him with a Roman cat-o- 
nine-tails. Jesus must not have on 
the garment which pictures His 
perfect holiness, for the Roman 
government does not crucify good 
men, does not condemn holy men, 
to have spittle in the face, to be 
smitten, mocked, then nailed to a 
cross. The government executes 
only criminals. Jesus, if He is to 
appear at the crucifixion as a sin- 
ner, must make no claim to His 
righteousness. 


Even God the Father turned His 
face away when His Son hung on 
the cross. Jesus must take the 
place of a sinner before God as 
well as before man. He cried out, 
as prophesied in the 22nd Psalm, 
verse 1, “My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?” (Matt. 
27:46). God turned His face away 
and Jesus, taking my place as a 
vile sinner, suffering the torments 
justly due me and every other sin- 
ner, could not claim to be the Son 
of God, could not claim to be the 
Prince of Glory, could not claim to 
be the holy and righteous one. 

Just yesterday as I meditated on 
this, suddenly the Holy Spirit illu- 
mined a verse which had often 
faintly puzzled me. Isaiah 53:7 
tells us, “. . . he is brought as a 
lamb to the slaughter, and as a 
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The Seamless 
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sheep before her shearers is dumb, 
so he openeth not his mouth,” 
Suddenly I saw it—Jesus, stripped 
of His garments, was like a sheep 
before the shearer. But He made 
no protest. He gave up His gar- 
ments. He had planned to hang 
naked before the multitude to rep- 
resent a vile sinner with all his 
sins and uncovered before God. 
So, when they took off His san- 
dals, He did not protest. When 
they took off the toga, or the outer 
garment (simply a_ rectangular 
cloth thrown over the shoulder), 
He said not a word. Then when 
they took off from Him the one 
piece of garment without a seam, 
which pictured His holiness, Jesus 
said not a word! Like a lamb be- 
fore her shearers is dumb, Jesus 
opened not His mouth. If He is to 
represent us sinners on the cross, 
He cannot defend His reputation, 
He cannot declare His innocence, 
He cannot protest His righteous- 
ness. 

The crowd looked at Him and 
mocked Him and said, “He saved 
others; himself he cannot save’”’ 
(Matt. 27:42). Yes, that was true, 
truer than those mockers could 
know! Because He was so set on 
saving us He could not save Him- 
self. Because He wanted to take 
our place as sinners and: pay our 
heavy debt to God and taste death 
for every man, Jesus must lay 
aside the mark of His holiness and 
purity, His perfect righteousness. 
So, the rough hands of the sol- 
diers were allowed to take from 
Jesus the seamless robe. 

This is not the first time that 
Jesus had taken off His garments. 
Once when He left Heaven’s Glory 
and came into the world saying, 
“Lo, I come to do thy will, O God” 
(Heb. 10:9), He “made himself of 
no reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men: And 
being found in fashion as a man, 
he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross” (Phil. 2:7, 8). 
Jesus left in Glory the outward 
manifestations of His deity. 
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Robe of Jesus 


Again, the night before He was 
crucified Jesus washed the disci- 
ples’ feet. To teach all of us a les- 
son, He took the place of a ser- 
vant. With that in mind, “Jesus 
knowing that the Father had given 
all things into his hands, and that 
he was come from God, and went 
to God; He riseth from supper, and 
laid aside his garments; and took a 
towel, and girded himself’ (John 
13:3,4). There Jesus laid aside this 
Same seamless robe to appear as a 
servant to wash the disciples’ feet 
and to wash the feet of our daily 
walk, too, as we confess and for- 
sake our sins. Here at the cross 
He lays aside the same garment to 
be made sin for us. 

Do you see the Saviour on the 
cross? Then remember that now 
He is the snake upon the pole 
which Moses reared in the wilder- 
ness as a cure for the snake-bitten 
Israelites, as told in Numbers 21: 
2-9. That serpent of brass pictured 
Jesus bearing all the sins of the 
world under the judgment of God. 
The serpent pictured the sin and 
the brass pictured the judgment. 

Let us tread softly here, dear 
reader, for the sin that is pictured 
there is our sin. We are the sinners 
from whom God turns His face 
away. We are bitten by the ser- 
pent, enslaved by sin. We justly 
deserve the wrath of an angry 
God, an eternal separation from 
all that is holy and good. When 
Jesus took the lash on His back, 
He took it for us. It is with His 
stripes that we are healed. When 
Jesus tasted death, He tasted it for 
us, for the wages of sin is death, 
and all the human race are sinners. 
“For he hath made him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in him” (II Cor. 5:21). 


2. We, Now, May Put on the Seam- 
less Robe of Righteousness 


The dear Lord Jesus took off the 
seamless robe in order that we 
might put it on. He became a sin- 
ner that we might become right- 
eous. We can be healed by His 
stripes. God turned His face away 
from Jesus that He might look 
with loving favor on us! 


In Jeremiah 23 is a wonderful 
prophecy that God will raise up 
unto David a righteous Branch, a 
King who will reign and prosper 
and execute judgment and justice 
in the earth. He will sdve Judah 
and Israel. What is His name? 
“... and this is his name whereby 
he shall be ealled, THE LORD 
OUR RIGHTEOUSNESS” © (Jer. 
23:6). Jesus is “THE LORD OUR 
RIGHTEOUSNESS.” 


Again in Jeremiah 33:16 the 
prophecy is repeated that the Lord 
Jesus, the Saviour, is “the Lord 
our righteousness,” and that in the 


millennial reign Jerusalem will 
take that name! 
Thank God, the Lord is my 


righteousness! I am called after 
His name. God counts me righteous 
for Jesus’ sake. 

None of us could ever have 
worn the garment of righteousness 
if it were not given to us of grace. 
If Christ is not to be our right- 
eousness we could never have any 
true and perfect righteousness ac- 
ceptable to God. 

In Romans the 3rd chapter a 
terrible indictment, seven times 
and seven times more, is made 
against the whole human race. We 
are all under sin, both Jews and 
Gentiles. But when that is said 
and every mouth is stopped guilty 
before God, we are given this 
blessed truth: 

“But now the righteousness of 
God without the law is manifested, 
being witnessed by the law and 
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the prophets; Even the righteous- 
ness of God which is by faith of 
Jesus Christ unto all and wpon 
all them that believe: for there 
is no difference: For all have 
sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God; Being justified freely 
by his grace through the redemp- 
tion that is in Christ Jesus: Whom 
God hath set forth to be a pro- 
pitiation through faith in his blood, 
to declare his righteousness for the 
remission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of God; 
To declare, I say, at this time his 
righteousness: that he might be 
just, and the justifier of him which 
believeth in Jesus.”—Rom. 3:21-26. 
This righteousness is without the 
law. I have not kept the law. This 
righteousness is “by faith of Jesus 
Christ unto all and upon all them 
that believe.” All of us have sinned 
and come short of the glory, of 
God; there is no difference about 
that, the Scripture says. But we 
are freely justified by His grace. 
Now we are told in verse 25 that 
God declares. Christ’s “righteous- 
ness for the remission of sins.” 
Thank God, one who trusts in 
Jesus Christ receives His right- 
eousness. ; 


In Romans 4:5-8 the Scripture 
discusses this righteousness which 
is received by faith by ungodly sin- 
ners: 

“But to him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness. Even 
as David also described the bless- 
edness of the man, unto whom 
God imputeth righteousness with- 
out works, Saying, Blessed are 
they whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose’ sins -are covered. 
Blessed is the man to whom the 
Lord will not impute sin.” 

Blessed truth here! One who 
does not work for salvation but 
simply believes on Christ is jus- 
tified. Then, to this blessed man 
“God imputeth righteousness with- 
out works.” 


I am one of those blessed men! 
God does not impute sin to me. 
Jesus Christ paid for every 
thought, every deed, every lack, 
every failure, every transgression, 
everything I did wrong and every- 
thing I failed to do right. Jesus 
Christ is my righteousness! He has 
satisfied the law of God. He was 
punished as a sinner when He did 
no sin. If it was right for God to 
let Jesus suffer for sins which He 
did not commit, then it is right for 
God to let me trust in Jesus Christ 
and not to suffer again for the 
sins which are already paid for! 
Praise the Lord, I have this right- 
eousness of Christ. 


How many people miss this bles- 
sed righteousness of Christ! Paul 
said about the Jews, “They have a 
zeal of God, but not according to 
knowledge. For they being ignor- 
ant of God’s righteousness, and 
going about to establish their own 
righteousness, have not submitted 
themselves unto the righteousness 
of God. For Christ is the end of 
the law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth” (Rom. 10:2-4). 


It looks strange to see Jesus 
beaten like a criminal, mocked, 
whipped and nailed to a cross 
naked, dying between two thieves. 
It looks strange to see me, a poor 
old sinner who ought to be in Hell, 
enjoying the favor of God, going to 
Heaven, forgiven! But when these 
two things are put together they 
balance. Jesus Christ paid my debt 
so I need not pay it. Jesus Christ, 
the innocent, suffered for me, the 
guilty, so I do not need to suffer 
the torments of the lost. Christ is 
my righteousness! He put on my 
guilt. I have put on that robe of 
righteousness which He took off at 
Calvary. 

One of the clearest verses in 
the Bible on this matter of the 
seamless robe:of Christ is in 
Isaiah 61:10. Here the redeemed 
of God say, “I will greatly rejoice 
in the Lord, my soul shall be joy- 
ful in my God; for he hath clothed 
me with the garments of salva- 
tion, he hath covered me with the 
robe of righteousness, as a bride- 
groom decketh himself with orna- 
ments, and as a bride adorneth 
herself with her jewels.” 

What are the garments of salva- 
tion? Why can my soul rejoice in 
the Lord and be joyful in God? 
Because, “he hath covered me with 
the robe or righteousness.” Every 
Christian covered with that pure 
white robe is “as a bridegroom 
decketh himself with ornaments, 
and as a bride adorneth herself 
|with her jewels.” Oh, blessed robe 


of Christ’s righteousness which in 
mercy is put on every penitent sin- 
ner who trusts Christ! Thus, we, 
the unworthy, are made worthy. 
We who are unacceptable, strang- 
ers and aliens from God, are made 
nigh by the blood of Christ. We 


‘are counted righteous as Christ. 
‘In fact, we clothe ourselves with 


Him and He is our righteousness, 
our garment of salvation. 


In the story of the great supper, 
the wedding supper which the 
king made for his son, picturing 
the coming bridal supper which 
God will offer His dear Son, we 
are told about “a man which had 
not on a wedding garment.” This 
man without the wedding garment, 
we are told, was cast out of the 
feast into outer darkness. No one 
can ever meet God in peace, no 
one can ever sit down at the bles- 
sed marriage feast, except those 
who have on the wedding gar- 
ment! Those who trust in Jesus 
Christ are clothed in His right- 
eousness and so are counted right- 
eous and made aceeptable to God. 

Have you put your trust in Je- 
sus? Are you depending upon the 
blood that has been shed? Have 
you let Christ take your place and 
have you taken upon yourself, by 
faith, the covering robe of right- 
eousness which covers all your 
sins? If not, I beg you to do it 
today. 


3. Make It Real! Wear Your 
White Garment! 

It is true that the righteousness 
of Jesus Christ is imputed and 
charged up to every Christian's 
credit. But there is further mean- 
ing to the white robe. We not only 
are counted righteous, but we are 
to become righteous. Everyone who 
is saved becomes a partaker of 
the divine nature. It is not only 
that we are covered with Christ’s 
righteousness and are reckoned 
righteous, but, thank God, Christ 
our righteousness comes into the 
heart. A new nature is born when 
one trusts Christ as Saviour. Now, 
what God has begun He will finish. 
Everyone who has_ trusted in 
Christ and has become a par- 
taker of the divine nature has im- 
planted in him, as well as imputed 
to him, the righteousness of Christ. 
We not only have the robe, but 
one day we will be worthy of the 
robe. 


That leads me to say that every 
Christian should bear in mind the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus. 
Paul plainly said that he had not 
yet attained, he was not yet per- 
fect. In Philippians 3:8 and 9 Paul 
rejoices that he has counted all 
things loss in order to have Jesus, 
“And be tound in him, not having 
mine own righteousness, which is 
of the law, but that which is 
through the faith of Christ, the 


‘righteousness which is.of God by 


faith.”” And now Paul presses for- 
ward, ““That I may know him, and 
the power of his resurrection, and 
the fellowship of his sufferings, 
being made conformable unto his 
death.” Paul looked forward well 


enough to the glorious resurrection 


when he would be perfectly made 
in the image of Christ. But Paul 
strained every nerve to become 
like Christ now, to have the power 
of Christ, to have fellowship with 
Christ in all His sufferings, and 
that he (Paul) might as unselfishly 
die out to himself as Jesus Christ 
died for Paul! 


To the members of the Laodice- 
an church John was instructed to 
write holy counsel. Jesus sent 
them word, “I counsel thee to buy 
of me gold tried in the fire, that 
thou mayest be rich; and white 
raiment, that thou mayest be 
clothed, and that the shame of thy 
nakedness do not appear...” (Rev. 
3:18). 


Oh, what shame for a Christian 
to be lukewarm. We who have 


been counted righteous, what 
shame if we are not 
really righteous before. the 


world! Far too many Christians, 
like the lukewarm Laodiceans, ap- 
pear unclothed in the shame of 
their nakedness and it shows to 
the world. How we need to make 
sure that the white robe of Christ’s 
righteousness really covers us and 
that His righteousness is not only 
ascribed to us, but is given to us. 
We need to make sure that the 
righteousness of Christ is not only 
imputed to us but imparted to us. 
We need the _ righteousness of 
Christ, not only around us to keep 
us from the wrath of God, but 
within us to make us fit to appear 
as the children of God. 


Oh, Christian, put on your glio- 
rious garment and wear it! 


IIiI. How Strange That the 
Soldiers Should Get the 
Seamless Robe! 


Those brutal professional sol- 
diers who had charge of the cruci- 
fixion seem to me to have been the 
coarsest and most profane of all 
the mocking crowd which watched 
Jesus die. These soldiers had put 
on Jesus a crown of thorns and 
a scarlet robe. They had mocked 
Him, had spit in His face, haa 
blindfolded Him and then striking 
Him said, “Prophesy unto us; thou 
Christ, Who is he that smote 
thee?” (Matt. 26:68). They bowed 
the knee to Him in mockery say- 
ing, “Hail, King of the Jews?” 
(John 19:3). When one reads that 
story in Matthew 27:27-32 one 
wonders if here were not the 
basest and coarsest sinners in all 
the crowd around the cross. 

The Jewish leaders hated Jesus, 
it is true, but their power and 
rulership were at stake. I do not 
think that they personally slapped 
and abused and spit upon Jesus 
as did these soldiers. Now these 
coarse, wicked, and profane sol- 
diers take the seamless robe along 
with the other garments of Jesus. 
ts . They parted my garments 
among them, and upon my vesture 
did they cast lots” (Matt. 27:35). 
They did not want to tear that 
beautiful seamless garment, so 
they drew for it or gambled for 
it. One soldier got the robe and 
took it home. 

Consider how strange this affair 
was, 


1. How Strange That the Soldiers 
Wanted the Robe 

I wonder if in these heartless 
soldiers God stirred some spiritual 
understanding? When. the chief 
priests pleaded that the prisoners’ 
legs should be broken on the cross, 
the soldiers some way, after break- 
ing the legs of the two thieves, re~ 
fused to break Jesus’ legs. He was 
dead already. Did they know that 
there was some spiritual signifi- 
cance in Christ the Passover Lamb 
and that it had been prophesied for 
fifteen hundred years, “A bone of 
him shall not be broken?” I do not 
know. It seems unlikely. More 
likely, it seems, God simply moved 
one of the soldiers to take a spear 
and thrust it in the side of the 
Saviour and thus fulfill prophecy, 
unknowing and perhaps uncaring. 

Did the soldiers see in this seam- 
less robe a picture of the perfec- 
tion, the beauty, the righteousness 
of Christ? Did the soldiers long to 
obtain this righteousness for them- 
selves? Did some of them want the 
beautiful garment as a symbo!}, a 
sign, because they loved and trust- 
ed the Saviour? I do not know; but 
I doubt it. How strange then, that 
these soldiers should want. the 
seamless: robe! Perhaps they had 
simply taken it as a usual privil- 
ege, that the soldiers who con- 
ducted the crucifixion got the gar- 
ments of the condemned men. Still, 
how strange that they wanted it 
and that the account is given here. 


2. How Strange That Others Did 
Not Claim the Seamless Robe! 


Mary, the mother of Jesus, stood 
by the cross. She loved Him with 
a deathless devotion. As she stood 
by the cross she surely remem- 
bered the words of old Simeon 
when she had brought the baby 
Jesus to the temple to dedicate 
Him. Simeon then had said, “Yea, 
a sword shall pierce through thy 
own soul also. . .” (Luke 2:35). 
Mary had been:‘so heartbroken that 
Jesus had turned on the cross to 
comfort her, committing her to the 
care of John saying, “Woman, be~ 
hold thy son” and “... . saith he to 
the disciple, Behold thy mother!” 
I wonder why Mary did not seek 
that garment to keep it with love 
and tears and memories of the 
Saviour? 

Surely Mary had washed the 
garment and pressed it. With what 
loving fingers she had stretched 
out the linen to dry properly and 
to bleach in the sun, if, as we sup- 
pose, she had done a mother’s of- 
fices for her son and cared for 
his clothes. Yet, Mary did not ask 
for and did not get the seamiess 
garment. 


Here also was Mary of Bethany 
and Mary Magdalene out of whom 
Jesus had cast seven devils. Is it 
not st?ange that*they did not seck 
this garment? ‘, 

Here was John the beloved dis-

3. How Strange That God Gave the 
Robe to the Soldiers 


But stranger than the mind of 
men, in this matter, is the mind of 
God. Why did God arrange that 
the soldiers would take this seam- 
less garment? For we may be sure 
God did arrange it. Not an inci- 
dent in this crucifixion, this focal 
point of all human history, but 
what was planned in the mind of 
God. This part was planned, we 
know, because it was’ foretold in 
Psalm 22, hundreds of years be- 
fore the crucifixion. Why did God 
plan and-arrange that these vile 
soldiers should take the seamless 
robe of His dear Son? 


It seems strange that God would 
let the robe, we suppose the only 
treasured possession that Jesus 
had, fall into the hands of the 
same men who had spit in His 
face, who, with raucous laughter, 
had put a mock crown of thorns 
and pressed it down on His head 
and said, ‘Hail, King of the Jews!” 
How strange that the people who 
buffeted Jesus, who despised Him, 
and with rough hands drove the 
nails through hands and feet, and 
crudely lifted the cross, weighted 
with its precious freight, and drop- 
ped it in the rocky hole on Gol- 
gotha—how strange that to these 
vile men God would give the beau- 
tiful seamless robe, the linen gar- 
ment which pictured the righteous- 
ness of Christ! Would it not have 
been more fitting that a better 
man, ¢ér some tender woman, or 
some faithful disciple, should re- 
ceive the robe? No, God planned it 
out this way for a purpose. Those 
soldiers who were the ones who 
drove the nails through hands and 
feet, the ones who thrust the spear 
into His side, the ones who abused 
Him physically, spit upon Him and 
plucked out His beard and hit Him 
over the head—these soldiers pic- 


| tured all of us vile sinners in the 


world. When the soldier bore away 
the beautiful garment, the seam- 
less robe of Jesus, God was saying 
to the world that the vilest sinner 
who ever lived may come if he 
will and have the righteousness of 
Jesus Christ cover all of his sins! 


That soldier pictured the prodi- 
gal son about whom Jesus told in 
Luke 15. The prodigal son went 
into a far country and wasted his 
substance in riotous living.

The father ran to meet 
him, fell on his neck and kissed 
him. Then the father cried to the 
servants, “Bring forth the best 
robe, and put it on him!” Oh, the 
best robe for the prodigal son is 
the white righteousness of Jesus 
Christ given freely to a sinner. 
That prodigal son received the 
father’s kiss of forgiveness. He had 
the shoes of the Gospel of peace 
put on his feet. He partcok of the 
fatted calf of rejoicing and feast- 
ing. He was received into the fa- 
ther’s family as ‘righteous and 
good, covered with a beautiful 
white robe! 

I imagine that the elder broth- 
er scornfully said to the father, 
“This thy son has come who has 
devoured thy living with harlots. 
Why give him that beautiful robe? 
He does not deserve it! He has the 
stink of the hogpen upon him! 
He has brought disgrace upon your 
name and wasted your substance!” 


The elder brother would be right 
in saying the prodigal son did not 
deserve the best robe. But thanks 
be to God, when we come for sal- 
vation we do not get what we de- 
serve. Jesus Christ got what we 
deserved. Now we get what He de- 


‘serves. We get the white robe of 


righteousness when we come as 
wicked sinners and depend upon 
Jesus Christ as our Saviour! 


Oh, poor lost sinner who reads 


\this, I want you to know that 


Jesus died for you. I tell you 


frankly that this moment the Lord 


Jesus holds out to you the pure 
white garment, the seamless, 
stainless garment of His right- 
eousness. If you will only trust 
in Jesus, how gladly He will put 
about you the robe of righteous- 
ness, His own purity, His own holi- 
ness, His own goodness and plant 
it also in your heart. 


i When I was an eighteen-year- 


old boy I went to Archer City, 
Texas, to take the County Teach- 
er’s Examination. To my surprise 
a distinguished professional man, 
in the little county seat town, 
sought me out and took me to his 
home. He would not take no for an 
answer; I must take over the 
guest room. I must have every 
meal at the family table! That 
home showered me with every 
kindness. The meals were delight- 
ful. The furniture, the rugs, the 
linen—I. was not accustomed to 
such beautiful things. I was aston- 
ished beyond measure at the de- 
ference shown to me by people who 
were almost strangers and for 
whom I had never done a thing in 
the world!

pecially to young people, that the 
road to power is the road of pur- 
ity. The Devil would have you be- 
lieve that the opposite is true. 
Don’t believe the old deceiver. 
Saintliness makes” giants; sin 
wrecks them. Ask Samson, if you 
doubt this! 


Every reader is acquainted with 
the physical feats of Samson 
while he was pure. On one occas- 
sion a lion roared against him, 
“and -the Spirit of the Lord 
came mightily upon him, and he 
rent him as he would have rent 
a kid, and he had nothing in his 
hands” (Judges 14:5, 6). That old 
lion thought he would have a 
juicy “Samsonburger steak” for 
lunch that day, but instead, he 
had a “mistake.” Even a lion is 
no equal for a Christian who is 
empowered by God because of 
purity and faith. 

No young man ever soared to 
greater heights than Samson. He 
became a leader in Israel while 
yet in his youth. He was the star 
of his day, idolized by every home 
and heart. Oh, how I wish the 
story ended here. But it does not. 
He allowed worldliness and sin to 
enter his life, and started on the 
downward road that ended in dis- 
grace, degradation, defeat, and 
death. . 


God tells us. the whole. truth 
about Samson. He does not cover 
up even for His chosen children. 
He tells us the sad, sordid, sick- 
ening story of Samson’s sin as a 
warning to others. The story il- 
lustrates what worldliness and sin 
will do for me, and for you, dear 
reader. Samson, who once soared 
to staggering heights, sank to 
dismal depths as a result of back- 
sliding. Through obedience to God 
he was a victor; disobedience 
made him a victim. He was an 
overcomer while he was pure; 
pollution caused him to be over- 
come. He was a mighty conqueror 
while he was clean; he was con- 
quered when he became morally 
unclean. Before he became worldly 
he was a defeater. After he be- 
came worldly he was defeated. 

I am sure that everyone is 
familiar with the facts about 
Samson’s downfall. If not, read the 
sixteenth chapter of Judges, and 
you will learn how he flirted with 
an harlot until he lost his purity, 
his hair, his power, his eyes, his 
glory, and ended his life as a 
suicide. I'll seek to unfold the 
story to you as I tell you the 
truths God has laid upon my 
heart in this message. 

Samson’s sins illustrate three 
eternal truths concerning world- 
liness and sin. They illustrate: 

(1) The Evolution of Sin. 


(2) The Inevitable Outcry of 
Sin. 
(3) The End of Sin. 


I. The Evolution of Sin 

Worldliness, sin and backsliding 
are evolutionary. That is, sin be- 
gins as a small thing that may 
not even seem to be sin, but 
continues until it becomes a con- 
suming flame. The theory of evoliu- 
tion is that all life began as a 
small cell and has evolved and 
changed and grown until we have 
our present order of life, with 
the monkeys being a little lower 
than man. Personally, I don’t be 
heve this. so-called _ scientific 
hypothesis. If you want to believe 
in -evolution,.I have no time to 
argue with you. I’ve always said 
that people should know their 
relatives better than I know them; 
therefore, if you know that your 
great, great, great grandfather 
was a baboon, I don’t suppose bk 
should argue with you about it. 
But, brother, my ancestors did not 
hang by the tail! My tribe was 
made in the image of God, just 
like the Bible says. 


The theory of evolution can 
serve to illustrate how sin works, 
It starts off as a small, almost 
invisible, seemingly innocent thing, 
but continues to grow. Herein 
lies the danger of worldliness and 
sin. It is often not recognized 
until it has almost ruined us. 

Samson’s sin was like this. He 
did not go to the harlot’s house 
as the first act of his backsliding. 
His fall was gradual. 

He began to slip when he was 
married to that Philistine girl. 
Thirty young men had been in- 
vited to be his guests at his wed- 
ding feast. He became “smart” 
and used the wisdom God had 
given him to gamble. The story is 
given in Judges 14:12-14: , 

“And Samson said unto them, 
I will now put forth a riddle unto 
you: if ye can certainly declare 
it me within the seven days oj the 
feast, and find it out, then I will 
give you thirty sheets and thirty 
change of garments: But if ye 
cannot declare it me, then shalt 
ve give me thirty sheets and thirty 
change of garments. And they 
said unto him, Put forth thy rid- 
dle, that we may hear it. And he 
said unto them, Out of the eater 
came forth meat, and out of the 
strong came forth sweetness. And 
they could not in three days €x- 
pound the riddle.” 

When they could not unfold the 
riddle, they took Samson’s wile 


aside and threatened her unless 
she told them the riddle: 
“And it came to pass cn the

seventh day, that they said unto 
Samson’s wife, Entice thy husband, 
that he may declare unto us the 
riddle, lest we burn thee and thy 
Father’s house with fire: have ye 
called us to take that we have? 
is it not so? 

Samson’s wife double-crossed 
him and begged him to tell her the 
riddle. She accused him of not 
loving her because he had not told 
her all of his secrets. What mar- 
ried man has not heard that? 

Samson said unto her, “Behold, 
T have not told it my father and 
mother, and shall I tell it thee?” 
He had not had much experience 
with women, or he would not 
have said that! She turned on 
the greatest water power known 
to man, A WOMAN’S TEARS, 
and began to cry. You know the 
outcome: HE TOLD HER ALL. 
She immediately revealed — the 
secret to the other men. 

On the final day of the feast 
the thirty young men with whom 
Samson had waged the bet told 
him the riddle. In a very uncouth 
way he replied, “If ye had not 
plowed with my heifer, ye had 
not found out my riddle” (Judges 
14:18). I would not advise any 
man to call his wife a “heifer.” 
Nor would I advise any woman to 
double-cross:her husband. 

Samson slew thirty Philistines, 
took their garments and paid off 
his bet. He ran off and left his 
wife with her father. 

When he cooled off, he decided 
that his wife was not too bad and 
that he would return to live with 
her. When he started into her 
bedroom, her father would not 
allow him to enter. When Samson 
demanded his rights, the father 
told him that he did not think 
he was going to return, so he gave 
her to the one who had acted as 
“best man at the wedding” (See 
Judges 14:20; 15:1, 2). This made 
Samison so angry at the Philistines 
that he decided to impoverish them 
by burning their harvest. Judges 
15:4, 5 records the story thus: 

“And Samson went and caught 
three hundred foxes, and took fire- 
brands, and turned tail to tail, 
and put a firebrand in the midst 
between two tails. And when he 
had set the brands on fire, he let 
them go into the standing corn of 
the Philistines, and burnt up both 
the shocks, and also the standing 
corn, with the vineyards and 
olives.” 

Those foxes trying to get loose 
from each other must have created 
some consternation! Someone has 
said that this is the first record of 
“tail lights’ in history! 

Samson continued on the down- 
ward trail. We are told that he 
went to a harlot’s house. Finally, 
he fell in love with Delilah, who 
was no doubt a trashy harlot. 
When the lords of the Philistines 
learned that he was in love with 
Delilah, they offered her eleven 
hundred pieces of silver if she 
would find out the source of his 
strength. 

The various episodes in the flir- 
tation between Samson and Delilah 
give us a perfect illustration of the 
evolution of sin. Satan so blinded 
Samson that he did not seem to 
recognize the real danger of his 
temptation. He may not have 
realized that Delilah was trying to 
seduce him at all. He was just 
“having a little: fun.” When De- 
lilah dsked the source of his 
strength, he should have told her 
it was none of her business and 
left her, never to return. But, in- 
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stead he began to flirt with her: 

“And Delilah said to Samson, 
Tell me, I pray thee, wherein thy 
great strength lieth, and. where- 
with thou mightest be bound to 
afflict thee. And Samson said unto 
her, If they bind me with seven 
green withs that were never dried, 
then shall I be weak, and be as 
another man.’—Judges 16:6, 7. 

I can hear the old temptress 
saying, “Samson, let’s play hands. 
I’ve always enjoyed playing hands 
with the men.” Like many others, 
he soon learned that playing hands 
involved more entanglements than 
it was suppose to, for she bound 
him with green withs. 

When the Philistines. rushed in 
to kill Samson, he broke loose as 
if he had been tied with strings 
and slew them. This should have 
taught him that Delilah was after 
his very life. But, sin is blinding 
and old Samson went back to flirt 
with this trashy woman again. 

Note that the second temptation 
was similiar to the first. The 
second time Samson said, ‘If 1 am 
bound with new ropes, then I 
shall be weak, and be as another 
man’ (Judges 16:11, 12). Again 
the Philistines rushed in to kill 
Samson and again God gave him 
the power to’ defend himself. 
Surely, if he had any sense at all 
he would never go back to see De- 


liah again. But sin not’ only 
blinds a oman; it makes' him 
“dumb.”” When Delilah begged 
again to know the source of 


Samson’s power, he came a little 
closer to the real truth: 

“And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, 
and told me lies: tell me where- 
with thou mightest be bound. And 
he said unto her, If thou weavest 
the seven locks of my head with 
the web. And she fastened it with 
the pin, and said unto him, The 
Philistines be upon thee, Samson. 
And he awaked out of his sleep, 
and went away with the pin of the 
beam, and with the web.’—Judges 
16:13, 14. 

Surely, surely if Samson has a 
brain the size of a pin head he 
will now stay away from that gal! 
But he did not. When Satan once 
gets a person to take the first 
step on the downward trail, he 
usually gets him to take the second, 
and the third, and on until he has 
ruined him. Delilah and Samson 
kept flirting until he told her his 
secret and she robbed him of his 
power. Perhaps it was after a 
petting party when Samson was 
intoxicated with lust, and the 
brakes were gone from his con- 
science... 


“That he told her all his heart, 
and said unto her, There hath not 
come @ razor upon mine head; for 
I have been a Nazarite unto God 
from my mother’s womb: If I be 
shaven, then my strength will go 
from me, and I shall become weak, 
and be like any other man.’— 
Judges 16:17. 


When Delilah saw that Samson 
had finally told her the real 
source of his strength, she called 
for the Philistine barbers, and 
then got Samson to sleep upon her 
knees. While he slept, they cut 
off the seven locks of his hair— 
the locks that sealed the pledge 
of his purity. Samson got his 
hair cut in the Devil’s barber shop, 
lost his power. And, my friends, 
any time you put your head in a 
woman’s lap other than your 


mother, wife or sister, you, too, 
are liable to get your hair cut in 
Satan’s barber shop! 
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When that old hussy Delilah 
robbed Samson of his secret and 
his power, she began to torment 
him. She had been making love; 
now she makes fun of him. She 
had been “stroking him” gently; 
now she strikes him boldly. 


Can’t you see how sin was 
“evolutionary” in the life of Sam- 
son? First, he made a littlé, seem- 
ingly innocent bet. This resulted 
in more serious sin to “pay off’ 
his sin of gambling. Then he 
started going to the harlot’s house. 
Then he fell in love with a trashy 
woman who must have been a har- 
lot. 


From then on his downfall was 
gradual but fast. He flirted about 
his power, the power that he 
should have guarded by purity in- 
stead of losing by pollution. Closer 
and closer he came to the source 
of his strength and the loss of his 
power as the flirtation continued. 
Finally, Satan led him to reveal 
all, surrender all, lose all. This is 
ever the way sin works. It begins 
as a seemingly small thing, and 
gradually increases until it ruins. 


Illustrated by a True Story 


This fact about sin is illustrated 
by a story which I have read 
somewhere. Many years ago work- 
ers were loading cotton into a 
ship in New Orleans. The sun was 


shining till a light mist of rain. 


fell. The workmen continued to 
pack the cotton into the ship. 
When the ship was loaded she 
sailed across the gulf toward her 
destination. In mid-ocean a fire 
broke out. An investigation re- 
vealed that is was caused by spon- 
taneous combustion. The mist had 
fallen upon the cotton, which in 
turn was packed into the ship 
while warm from the heat of the 
sun. It became hottor and hotter 
until it broke into flames. 


This is the way of sin. A vulgar 
scene from some movies, or TV 
program, or magazine causes a 
wrong thought to enter the mind. 
This thought becomes a desire, 
and this desire creates lust. When 
the lust is ended it brings forth 
actual, overt sin and ruin. 


If the Devil presented sin in 
all of its ugly, terrible, full-grown 
finality, few people would be led 
aStray by it. No young man would 
even start drinking if Satan said, 
“Young man, do you see that old 
sot drunkard wallowing in the 
mud, covered with vomit and flies? 
His old mother would be ashamed 
to call him her son. I’m going to 
make you like that bum.” 


But the Devil never tells the 
truth. He leads young men to be- 
lieve that it is smart to drink a 
little. He holds up so-called out- 
standing men who drink and leads 
him to believe that it is smart to 
drink a little. The fellow starts 
with cocktails, beers, and small 
drinks. So often he does not end 
there, for he becomes a drunkard, 
an alcoholic, a wreck, an outcast 
to his family, society, and God. 


If the Devil told young women 
the truth about sin, few would 
ever lose their virtue. None would 
allow the first privilege with her 
body if Satan said, “Do you see 
that woman who can be coddled 
by any Tom, Dick, or Harry who 
comes along? That woman, who is 
the talk of the town? Her own 
family is ashamed of her. She is 
to be a mother out of wedlock. 
Her body is rotten with disease. 
Her laugh is loud, but her heart is 
heavy. I want you to allow the 
boys to kiss and pet you, and 
before I’m done with you, I’ll make 
you like that brokenhearted wo- 
man.” 


The old liar does not tell girls 
the truth. He tries to get young 
women to believe that there is 
nothing wrong with a little petting 
and free love. He even tells them 
that he would never have them to 
go the limit of lust. But when the 
young lady starts down the road 
of questionable conduct, she soon 
finds that it is “greased with 
lightning,” and she slips fast into 
shocking sins. 


It is because of this deception 
of sin that I am against many of 
the modern amusements that 
might be classed as little more 
than worldliness, even by some 
preachers. 


Modern petting leads to lust and 
adultery because of the “evolu- 
tion” of sin. Because I have dealt 
with the danger of this sin in my 
recent book entitled, J ACCUSE 


| KINSEY, I wish to quote from it 


here:

The Danger of Petting 


I fear that the Kinsey reports 
will lead many to “go the limit” 
in petting. He would have you 
believe that there is no danger, 
but rather many advantages in 
promiscuous petting. Either 
Kinsey is wrong or Jesus is 
wrong. Personally, I'll take my 
stand with Christ, who said: 


“Ye have heard that it was 
said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not commit adultery: But 
I say unto you, That whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after 
her hath committed adultery 
with her already in his heart’ 
(Matt. 5:27, 28.) 


There can be no doubt but 
that petting leads to lust and 
sinful desires. Kinsey found this 
to be true -with his subjects. 
Those who petted were aroused 
sexually. This is true with al- 
most all men and women. Sixty- 
eight per cent of the women who 
confessed in my sex survey that 
they petted before marriage ad- 
mitted that it had led to sex 
arousal. Twenty-two and five 
tenths per cent of those who 
petted said that it had led to 
‘actual orgasm. Forty-two and 
three tenths per cent of those 
who petted said that it had led 
them to commit fornication. In 
the light of these facts and con- 
fessions, there can be no doubt 
but that petting leads to lust 
and fornication in the heart, if 
not to the actual act itself. 
Therefore, it is a terrible sin. 


Dr. John R. Rice has written 
a timely booklet on Courtship 
and the Dangers of Petting. He 
has the following to say about 
the sin of petting: 

“Here we are plainly told that 
certain privileges of petting are 
for the married couple only and 
nobody else. ‘Rejoice with the 
wife of thy youth. Let her be 
as the loving hind and pleasant 
roe; let her breasts satisfy thee 
at all times; and be thou rav- 
ished always with her love, 
says the Lord.’ Such intimacies 
are reserved for the husband 
and wife. Otherwise they are 
likely to lead to adultery and 
bring the curse of God. 

“In Deuteronomy 22:28, 29 
God’s Word gives the punish- 
ment that shall be meted out in 


this particular case of adultery. | 


““Tf a man find a damsel that 
is a virgin, which is not be- 
trothed, and lay hold on her, 
and lie with her, and they be 
found; Then the man that lay 
with her shall give unto the 
the damsel’s father fifty shekels 
of silver, and she shall be his 
wife; because he hath humbled 
her, he may not put her away 
all his days’ 

“But hardly noticeable in this 
King James translation of the 
Bible is an indication that pet- 
ting, or for a man to handle the 
‘body of a woman, precedes and 
often leads to adultery. The 
Hebrew word taphas, which is 
here translated ‘lay hold on,’ is 
translated once ‘to hold,’ three 
times is translated ‘to catch,’ 
and eight times it is translated 
‘handle!’ And _ the ‘handling’ 
would naturally lead to adul- 
tery, as this verse indicates. 

“Another striking provision of 
the Mosaic law is given in Deu- 
teronomy 25:11-12, which says: 

““When men strive together 
one with another, and the wife 
of the one draweth near for to 
deliver her husband out of the 
hand of him that smiteth him, 
and putteth forth her hand, and 
taketh him by the secrets: Then 
thou shalt cut off her hand, 
thine eye shall not pity her’ 

“Could there be any stronger 
evidence of the danger and 
wickedness of men and women 
outside of wedlock taking liber- 
ties with each other’s bodies?” 
Again I would like to quote 

from my book on Whom Should 
You Marry to Be Happily Mar- 
ried? In the chapter on “Seven 
Don'ts for Those Planning Mar- 
riage” is the following appeal to 
young people to abstain from the 
sin of petting: 


“IV. Don’t Marry for Sexual 
Satisfaction 


“T frankly fear that a large 
percentage of the marriages to- 
day are based on _ biological 
urges. The sex side of marriage 
is very important, but mar- 
riages based on sex seldom last. 
It is often hard to distinguish 
between sex attraction and real 


love. Herein lies one of the big, 
dangers of the familiarity be- 


tween the sexes seen on every | 


hand in this modern age. Holly- 
wood has taught the youth of 
America how to pet passionately. 
The majority of young people 
are petting each other as if they 
Were celebrating a honeymoon. 
It is impossible for normal 
people to be in each others em- 
brace and to kiss as youngsters 
do today without sex desire 
being aroused. This evil prac- 
tice makes adulterers and 
adulteresses in heart of those in- 
dulging in it. Jesus declared 
that, ‘whosoever looketh on a 
woman to lust after her hath 
committed adultery with her al- 
ready in his heart’ (Matt. 5:28). 


“Aside from the fact that 
petting makes a boy and girl 
adulterers in the heart, it causes 
them to become infatuated with 
each other physically. Because 
of this sex desire toward each 
other, the couple falsely sup- 
poses that they are in love. 
They feel that they cannot live 
without each other, hence they 
ought to get married. The truth 
is that they have stimulated 
each other sexually so that their 
baser natures are crying for 
satisfaction. Yes—they think 
they cannot live without each 
other, but it is only sex Satis- 
faction which they crave so 
much. After marriage, when 
this phase of life becomes 
secondary they will find that 


they have little in common, 


hence their marriage will be a 
‘ most unhappy one. 


“It would break your heart 
if I were to tell you of the many 
lives blasted as a result of 
petting. Young people, let me 
urge you not to indulge in this 
sinful practice. Will you please 
read carefully the following 
paragraph written by a news- 
paper columnist noted for her 
sophistication. In her column for 
girls she says: 


“Tf Murmurous is the most 
beautiful word in the English 
language, as has been decided 
by a London authority ... cer- 
tainly the ugliest, cheapest, 
and most vulgar word is ‘neck- 
ing. Doesnt the very sight of 
that word im print give you a 
nauseous feeling? If you are 
sensitive to words, it does. And 
so does the silly word ‘petting’ 

That simply cannot be 
idealized, even by adding soft 
music and moonlight ... It is 
cheerfully and meekly accept- 
ing the scraps from the table of 
a man’s affections. It is admit- 
ting that you are delighted to 
be “anybody’s darling” for the 
evening or the week-end party. 
It iw accepting a “hand-out” 
instead of demanding an en- 
graved invitation to the love 
feast. It is giving Yourself away 
like a premium or a tobacco 


COUPON . It is not clever nor 
beautiful... It is just sloppy 
and childish—and cheap!... 


It ws just the sport of cheap 
sports! 


‘Let me issue this word of. 


caution to any ‘young person 
who may be reading these lines: 
If you are indulging in promis- 
cuous petting with the one with 
whom you suppose you are in 
love, you have two = strikes 
against you in your effort to be 
positive that you are in love 
with each other. This physical 
attraction is apt to be deceiving. 
Pray God to help you to over- 
come it so that in the clear sun- 
light of purity you will be able 
to determine the genuineness of 
your love. You will be abund- 
antly rewarded in abounding 
happiness for years to come for 
surrendering these pleasures of 
sin for a season,” 


The Modern Dance 


The modern dance is another 
incubator of lust and sin. It is 
nothing less than petting to seduc- 
tive music. Since even a large 
percentage of women confess that 
petting leads them to lust, and 
since dancing is petting to music, 
then dancing leads to lust and sin.

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This is the testimony of those who 
have danced and of those who are 
in position to know the most about 
the danger of dancing. This is the 
testimony of dance band leaders. 

Some years ago I was conduct- 
ing a city-wide revival in Orlando, 
Florida, my home town. Hubert 
Beasley and his wife came to a 
service one night through curios- 
ity. He had owned a dance band 
for many years, and at that time 
was playing nightly at the Cabana 
Club, one of the prominent night 
spots of our city. God convicted 
and saved Hubert and his wife. He 
forsook the dance band and came 
clean for God. 

I asked Hubert and Inez to tell 
me the real truth about dancing. 
T believe that if anyone on earth 
should know the truth, those who 
had played for thousands of dances 
over a period of eighteen years 
should know. In no uncertain 
words both of them declared that 
they knew that the dance was 
based on lust and sex appeal, and 
that they had seen many, many 
eases where it led to adultery. 
Hubert cited many examples to 
prove his point. He said that even 
as an unsaved man he often be- 
came angry when he saw how 
some fellow was leading a girl to 
the point of yielding her virtue 
through the dance. 

It seems to me that anyone who 
stops to think would realize that 
dancing leads to lust and sin. It 
is impossible for a normal man 
to take a woman into his arms and 
go through the suggestive move- 
ments, swinging and swaying, of 
the modern dance without having 
it to create sex desire, sooner or 
later. Jesus declares that this lust 
is sin. It may be possible for some 
women to do so, but according to 
the testimony of thousands of 
them they were led to fornication 
through the dance. To say the 
least, it tears down modesty and 
removes the barriers that God has 
placed as a safeguard between 
the sexes. Everyone who wants to 
remain pure should shun the dance 
as they would a rattlesnake. 


Many Movies 

I firmly believe that the major- 
ity of these shows out of “helly- 
wood” are incubators of hell, and 
lead millions into sin. Many young 
people learn to pet passionately 
through scenes from the silver 
screen. The majority of the movies 
are based on drinking, adultery, 
dancing, and gangsterism. When 
people have as the ideals of their 
lives movie stars whose lives are 
little better than those of harlots 
and whoremongers, they are bound 
to tend to become like their ideals. 
I firmly believe this has had more 
to do with the moral downfall of 
America than anything else. 

I imagine someone is saying, 
“But Daniels, aren’t there some 
good movies?” I answer, ‘Yes, 
there are many good, uplifting 
films produced in Hollywood. 
There is also some good toast in 
the swill barrel, but, brother, you 
are liable to get grease on your 
mustache when you go in after 
it. I'd advise you not to get your 
bread from such a questionable 
‘place as the slop bucket. Likewise, 
you are apt to get “your moral 
mustache” dirty when you go to 
the modern theatre. 


Social Drinking 
Another sin that even some so- 
called Christians engage in is 
social drinking. A minister told me 
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A Tragic Story of Sin 


recently that when the ministerial 
association of a certain city de- 
cided to put on a fight against 
drinking, a certain pastor opposed 
the move. When he was voted 
down, he walked out of the mect- 
ing. We have come to a sad day 
when Christian leaders fail to 
realize that social drinking leads 
to drunkenness and ruin. 
est of all men, Solomon. 
verbs 23:31, tells us not 
upon wine when it

aright—when it is intoxicating. 
This is the only way to handle 
booze—give it wide berth. Stay 


away from it. Leave it alone. Shun 
it like a rattlesnake. Of all the 
sins that are “evolutionary” and 
dangerous because of it, drinking 
is the worst. I am sure that no 
drunkard intended to become a 
drunkard. He was only going to be 
a good sport or sociable. My 
friend, heed God's Word and 
LOOK NOT UPON intoxicants in 
any form. 

If time permitted I could give 
many other of the modern amuse- 
ments that lead people into sin. 
I must leave this point, but before 
I do, let me again stress the fact 
that the danger of sin is the fact 
that it is “evolutionary,” and that 
Satan never presents sin as _ it 
really is. If you don’t want to be 
led astray by sin you must stop 
it ere it starts. Like cancer, it 
must be detected and removed in 
its early stages, or little can be 
done to prevent it from wrecking 
your life. | 

Not only does the story of Sam- 
son illustrate the “evolution” of 
sin, but it also illustrates...

they knew of your secret sins. 
And yet, my friend, a worse thing 
will happen one day. Your sins will 
inevitably cry out against you. You 
cannot keep them hidden. 


If you continue in your disobedi- 
ence to God, your sins will be 
exposed and you will be ashamed, 
disgraced, degraded. I beg you to 
return from your sins now be- 
fore your life is ruined by the in- 
evitable outcry of sin. No person 
has ever been able to win the 
game of sin. When the Devil has 
used you, he will then expose and 
ruin you. 

Samson's sin also illustrates, 


III. The Tragic End of Sin 


Satan says to all who will listen, 
“The end of sin is happiness.” 
God says, “The way of the trans- 
gressor is hard.’”’ Samson learned 
the reality of this truth the hard 
way. He may have had a few 
thrills along the way, but his 
gladness turned to sadness because 
of his sin. 

The Bible declares that “the 
wages of sin is death.” It is in- 
deed death—death to happiness; 
death to health; death to the 
soul; death to wealth; death to 


character; death to reputation; 


death to everything it touches. 

My friend, before you listen to 
old Lucifer as he entices you to 
worldliness and sin, REMEMBER 
SAMSON. Think of the end of his 
sin. You know the story. As God 
had warned, he indeed did reap 
corruption in disgrace, degrada- 
tion, and death. What a pitiful 
sight was Samson—blind, bald 
(shaven), grinding in the prison 
house. He who was once the star 
of his day was stalking afound 
a mill grinding the enemy’s grain. 

He had sown to the flesh and 
he reaped corruption. So shall it 
ever be with everyone who plays 
with sin. My friend, you may be 
saved from the eternal penalty of 
sin by the blood of Jesus, but you 
cannot escape the present-day con- 
sequences of worldliness and sin. 
If you sow to the flesh, you will 
reap corruption. The Bible says 
so! Everyone who has tried it 
says so! 

Bud Robinson, noted Nazarene 
preacher, is reported to have said: 
“If you set buzzard eggs you 
won't hatch out spring chickens; 
you'll hatch vultures.” How true! 
There is no escape from this fact. 

I recall a true story that illus-

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn.— The 
small organ on which the gospel 
hymn, “The Ninety and Nine,” 
was composed in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, some 85 years ago, has been 
brought to the international. head- 
quarters of the Billy Graham E- 
vangelistic Association here. 

The organ figured in British 
evangelistic campaigns of two 
earlier evangelists, the late Dwight 
L. Moody and the late Ira D. 
Sankey. They took the Mason & 
Hamlin instrument with them 
from the United States and used 
it at all their meetings in Bri- 
tain. 

One day, while in Edinburgh, 
Moody laid the words of a poem, 
“The Ninety and Nine,” on the 
organ at which Sankey was seat- 
ed and said, “Give me a tune that 
will go with them.” 


Sankey did so, and the tune 
composed at that time has been 
since sung by millions at religious 
meetings and services around the 
world. 

Last spring when George Wil- 
son, secretary-treasurer of the 
Graham association, was in Edin- 
burgh with Dr. Graham, he visit- 
ed Carruber’s Close mission where 
the organ has been used at night- 
ly meetings since the Moody- 
Sankey meetings. 


The mission, next to the John 
Knox House in Edinburgh, was in 
a rundown condition and Mr. 
Wilson made a contribution _ to- 
ward its rehabilitation. In  grati- 
tude, the mission presented him 
with the organ for the Graham 
headquarters in Minneapolis.

By the sins of their fathers 
scarred. 


Space will not permit me to 
catalog all of the tragic results 
of worldliness and sin. If you will 
think for one minute about the 
various Bible characters—even 
God's men—who played with sin, 
you will know what it will do 
for you if you play with it. Lot’s 
backsliding brought ruin to an 
entire city, ruined his family, 
caused his daughters to commit 
sodomy with their father. He be- 
came the father—while drunk—of 
sons by his own daughters, sons 
whose posterity had been a curse 
to humanity. His soul was saved, 


but his influence and life were 
ruined. 
David's’ backsliding brought 


heartache to him as long as he 
lived. His baby died. His son by 
one wife raped a daughter by 
another wife. One son slew an- 
other son. Absalom double-crossed 
him and tried to take the throne 
from him. 


Sin caused Samson to lose his 
“heavyweight” title. God’s giant 
became as weak as other men. 
God forsook him, as far as un- 


usual blessing and power were}. 


concerned. He cannot long bless 
anyone who plays with the sin 
that caused the death of His Son. 


Death Because of Sin 


The Bible teaches that one of 
the ends of sin, even for Chris- 
tians, is physical sickness and 
death. Paul warned the Corinthian 
saints that because of their sin of 
improperly observing the Lord’s 
Supper, God had to punish them. 
“For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among you, and many 
sleep’ (I Cor. 11:30). 

Yes, sir, God sometimes takes 
a saint home rather than leave 
him in the world to dishonor Him 
by disobedience. I could cite to you 
dozens of cases where it seems 
evident that God allowed death to 
come as the result of sin. Samson 
is a sufficient example. 


Time will not permit me to con- 
tinue. I trust that the facts I 
have presented about the “evolu- 
tion” of sin, the outcry of sin, 
and the end of sin will cause you 
to cry unto God for deliverance 
from even the appearance of evil. 
If you: have fallen into serious 
sin, I want to assure you that 
God will forgive you if you will 
come to Him in true repentance. 

If you are not a Christian, you 
can be saved from the eternal 
penalty of sin and the power of 
sin over your life by accepting 
Christ as your Saviour. God tells 
us in Isaiah 53 that we have all 
sinned, that Christ has suffered, 
and we can be saved. 


“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the LORD 
hath laid wpon him the iniquity 
of us all... he was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon. him; 
and with his” stripes we are 
healed.”—Isa. 53:5, 6. 

God tells us what we must do 
to be saved from sin in Acts 16:30, 
31: “... Sirs, what must I do to 
be saved? And they said, Believe 


-|on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 


shalt be saved... .” 
If you are a Christian, but 


jhave drifted into worldliness and 


sin, God will forgive if you will 
turn from sins in repentance. “If 


we confess our sins, he is faith-}- 


ful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness”—I John 1:9. 


God Gave Samson Another Chance 


God’s love and forgiveness is 
illustrated by the fact that He 
gave Samson another’ chance. 


'| “Howbeit the hair of his head be- 
1} gan to grow again after he was 


shaven” (Judges 16:22). 

Even though Samson was 
marked for death because of his 
backsliding, he repented'§= and 


‘| begged God to allow him to slay 
| Philistines while dying. God heard 
‘| him and allowed him to kill more 
| enemies in death than he had slain 
| while living. Oh, how this illus- 
‘| trates God’s grace and forgiveness! 


There comes to my mind at this 
time a true story demonstrating 
God’s longing to have sinners re- 
pent and return to Him. Some 
years ago Dr. Charles Ball spent 
a few days in my home. He told 
me the following story of an ex- 
perience’ he had while at. the 


Eastern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, of Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania, 


A True Illustration 


One Sunday afternoon he and an 
old timer of that area went for 
a walk down Spring Garden 
Street. His friend stopped in front 
of an old palatial home, and said: 


“Dr. Ball, I want to tell you 
a story you will never forget 
about a rich man and his wife 
and daughter who lived in that 
home many years. ago. The 
father and mother belonged to 
the church on the corner. The 
daughter did not. belong but she 
sang in the choir. She wanted 
to learn to dance and enter 
society, but her father would 
not permit it. When he died, 
she prevailed upon her mother 
and started dancing. Soon after 
she stopped singing in the choir. 
She attended .church but sat 
farther and farther back in the 
auditorium. Finally she stopped 
attending church. Then she 
started staying out late at night. 
Then she would stay out all 
night. Finally, she did not come 
home at all. Her mother sought 
to find her, but was unable to 
do so. It was whispered that 
she was living as a harlot in a 
red light district. 


“Five years went by and she 
lay dying in a cheap room with 
gaudy surroundings. Two of her 
pals in sin were with her. 


“She called them to her bed- 
side and said, ‘Girls, I have been 
a fool. I was happy when I sang 
in the church and lived right. 
I don’t know why I let the 
Devil get me into this life of 
sin. I want to go home and beg 
my mother’s forgiveness and die 
in my own bed. Call a taxi!’ 


“This meant two horses 
hitched to a surrey in those 
days. They called one, put Mary 
into the carriage and drove to 
her home. As they came to the 
front of the house they could 
see a big light burning in the 
hall of the home. When Mary 
saw the light she fainted. They 
thought she would die before 
they could get her into the 
house. 


“They lifted her from the 
carriage, hurried down the cob- 
blestone walk, put her on the 
porch and ran away. The mother 
and her servants heard the noise 
and investigated. They placed 
Mary in a bed and called a 
doctor. He found that she was 
suffering from venereal diseases. 
He gave her a sedative and 
asked to be called when she be- 
came conscious again. 


“The mother sat all night be- 
side her bed, weeping, praying, 
and kissing her. Finally, the 
next morning about nine o’clock 


Mary opened her eyes. When she | & 


saw her mother she _ sobbed, 


‘Mother, please forgive me. I 


don’t know why I let the Devil peo oS 


lead me astray. Please forgive 
me!’ 

“*Of course I forgive you 
darling,’ the mother cried, ‘I am 
so happy to have you home 
again!’ 

“But Mother, why was the 
big light burning in the hall 
last night? I remember that it 
was kept burning when father 
died. I thought that you had 
died and that I would not get 
to ask you to forgive me or to 
see you again.’ 

“*Mary, my dear, I had that 
light placed in the hall the night 
after you went away and have 
kept it burning every © night 
since. I hoped that you would 
come along some night and see 
that Hght, and know that mother 
loved you still and wanted you 
home.” | 


When I heard that story from} — 


Dr. Ball, hot tears stained my 
face. I said, “I am the prodigal 
son who sinned against God. He 
has kept the lights burning in the 
halls of Heaven waiting for me 
to repent and come home,” 

My friend, the lights are shin- 


ing in the halls of Heaven for you 


this moment. If you will repent 
of your sin, regardless of how 


awful and black it is, He will for-. 


give you, save you, cleanse you, 
and give you a home in Heaven. 


May God help you to repent of. 


your sin and trust Christ to save 


you this.-moment. Then, ask God. 
to enable you to live a pure, clean’
